The Tri-Cities Taxpayers Pub- 
lic Expenditures Survey Group 
urged today that all Quad-City 
area voters ballot in favor of 
the $750 million Anti-Pollution 
Water Bond Issue Referendum 
on Tuesday's ‘general election 
ballot.’ 

William F. Hoelscher, general 
manager-secretary of the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of the 

Cities and secretary of the 

Group, said that “it 
is essential that the Nov. 3 $750 
million anti-pollution water bond 
referendum be approved by the 
voters in order to avoid futu 
chaos with municipal budgets. 

Hoelscher explained “The Il- 
linois Pollution Control Board is 
expected to decide within a 
month whether the City of Gran- 
ite City will have to construct 
a secondary sewage treatment 
plant by a date advanced tc 
either 1973 or 1975. In either 
case, the new sécondary treat 
ment plant will cost some 4 to 
6 million dollars. 

Would Reduce Grant 

If the bond referendum pass. 
es, the state will pay 25% of the 
cost of the project and the fed- 
eral government some 50% to 
55%. If the bond referendum 
fails, there could be no state 
grant and the federal govern- 
ment would reduce their grant 
from some 50% to 55% to only 
300%, 

Hoelscher emphasized _ that 
“The only issue involved for lo- 
cal voters in the referendum is 
whether they want to pay 70% 
of a 4 to6 million dollar second- 
ary water treament plant by the 
year 1975, or only 30% of that 
sum. If the bond: referendum 
pa they'll pay only.30%, but 
if it fails, local taxpayers may 
expect to bear thé full 70% of 
this project from either local 
taxes or sewage treatment rev- 
enue charges.”

Questions, Answers on Anti-Pollution Bond Vote Tuesday 


(Illinois Citizens 
for Clean Water) 

What's the purpose of the Nov. 
3 state bond issue vote? 

Eliminate the problem of mu- 
nicipal sewage pollution from 
Illinois lakes and streams over 
the next decade. 

What will be‘ covered by the 
bond issue? 

The state will pay 25% of the 
cost of municipal sewage treat- 
ment projects—over 500 of them 
already designated — including 
enlargements and improve- 
ments of existing plants. 

In addition, up to $100 million 
will be available for solid waste 
disposal projects such as sani- 
tary landfills and incinerators. 

How does this affect federal 
aid for sewage plants? 

The state program opens 
the door for increasing fed- 
eral grants from 30% of 
project cost ta 50%, or even 
559% if the project is part of 
a regional plan by a recog- 
nized planning agency such 
as the Southwestern Illinois 
Planning Commission, 
However, the state cannot 

guarantee that a specific appli 
ation for a federal grant will 
be approved, for it must be re- 
viewed by federal officials and 
is always subject to limitations 
in federal funds. 

Can bond issue money be 
used for building sewers for ac- 
quiring ‘land? 

No, except for interceptor 
sewers connecting the sewage 
system to the treatment works, 

What assurance do we have 
that the money will be well 
spent? 

To receive a grant, a project 
must be planned by professional 
consulting engineers to meet the 
current and future needs of a 
particular community. 

It must then be reviewed and 
approved by the state’s Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, head- 
ed by Clarence W. Klassen, an 
internationally recognized 
thority on waste materials.

legislature, which must approve

all expenditures of the bond is- 
sue funds. 

How can we determine wheth- 
er our community will receive 
aid? 

Money is already allocated for 
488 projects, enlargements and 
improvements of existing plants, 
listed in “Municipal Waste 
‘Treatment Works Construction 
Needs,” published in August 
1970, available from the Envi- 
renmental Protection Agency or 
th& Illinois Citizens for Clean 
Water. 

The bond issue plan also in- 
cludes funds for several other 
projects, not yet specified, to 
serve eight drainage basins in 
the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict of Greater Chicago, as well 
as for new plants in less popu- 
lous areas, now lacking them. 

In all, the bond issue-is de- 
signed to provide state grants 
for sewage treatment projects 
costing $2.2 billion in all 102 
counties. The Pontoon Beach 
area is included, 

How does this bond issue dif- 
fer from the one that failed in 
1968? 

First, the 1968 proposal actu- 
ally received more yes votes 
than no. But one third of the 
voters ignored the question, and 
So it failed to gain the required 
majority of those voting for the 
legislature.

Endorses Bond Issue 


St. Elizabeth Hospital is one 
of more than 300 hospitals 
across the state asking citizens 
to “give dirty water the works’” 
tomorrow by voting ‘‘Yes” for 
the Anti-Pollution Bond Act. 

The $750-million bond issue is 
endorsed by the Illinois Hospital 
Association of which St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital is a member, 


If passed, the bond issue 
would finance measures during 
the next decade to eliminate the 
problem of municipal sewage 
pollution — the state’s greatest 
source of water pollution—from 
lakes, rivers and streams of 
Illinois. 


“Tilinois needs sewage treat- 
ment improvements costing $2.2 
billion,” said David M. Kinzer, 
IHA executive vice president, 
“if it is to comply with the 
standards established under the 
Federal Water Safety Act of 
1965.” 

Pay Quarter of Cost 

“The bond issue will pay 25 
per cent of local projects in a 
ten-year plan, and the 25 per 
cent would then open the way 
for increasing any federal 
grants for sewage treatment to

At an early morning rally in 
Mount Prospect, Mr, Nixon told 
a crowd of about 5000 that the 
prime issues facing the country 
are the same ones he has been 
fighting since he campaigned 
there during the 1968 Presiden- 
tial race. He listed them as the 
Vietnam war, the economy, 
crime and reform programs. 

“The important thing is how 
we bring the war to an end,’ he 
said, adding that it must be 
ended in a way that will, “dis- 
courage the warmakers.” 

The President ~ placed the 
blame for inflation, crime and 
social problems on what he 
called the “‘balky’”” Democratic 
dominated Congress and said 
that a Republican victory giv- 
ing Republicans control’ after 
Jan. 1 could “make the differ- 
ence.” 

From Illinois, Mr. Nixon flew 
to Minneapolis to support the 
campaign of U. S. Representa- 
tive Clark MacGregor in his bid 
for the U. S. Senate against 
former Vice-President Hubert 
Humphrey.

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Smith Says Foe's 
Deposit Plans 
‘Cheap Politics’ 


U. S. Senator Ralph Tyler 
Smith (R, Ill.) last week de- 
manded that his opponent, State 
Treasurer Adlai Stevenson III, 
withdraw a “cheap political of- 
fer” made 12 days before the 
election te deposit $20 million in 
state funds in commercial 
banks to support loans to farm- 
ers hard hit by corn leaf blight. 

“His careless and incredibly 
damaging grandstand play has 
undone weeks. of careful work 
in Illinois and in Washington,” 
Smith said in Danville. “Words 
cannot describe my fury at his 
ignorance.” 

The senator charged that by 
rushing in ‘for publicity and 
political purposes, to heap state 
funds on downstate banks, Ste- 
venson has undermined the val- 
ue of the federal loan program. 

To Cost Farmers More 

“He has guaranteed _ that 
there will be plenty of credit 
available through commercial 
sources—at rates of 8% or,more 
—where there could have been 
a generous supply of federal 
money at 3%, What Stevenson 
termed ‘assistance’ may, in 
fact, cost the farmer dearly— 
at least 5% more in premium 
interest. It's a banker's bonan- 
za," Smith declared. 

“Since the first signs that the 
corn blight tragedy would have 
substantial impact on the in- 
come of many farmers and the 
economies -of many downstate 
counties, I have worked to get 
the President and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to declare 
hard-hit Counties ‘emergency 
areas’ so that special federal 
benefits might be made avail- 
able to help farm families and 
others affected by the blight. 


“On Oct. 22 I announced that - 


44 counties had been designated 
eligible for this assistance,” 
Smith said. 

The senator explained | that 
the single most important ele- 
ment of federal emergency aid 
is the emergency loan program 
that makes affected farmers 
eligible for 3% emergency 
loans, if they. cannot obtain 
credit through commercial 
sources. 

Reversal on Fund Supply 

“Stevenson's letter inviting 
bankers to accept time deposits 
from the state at 5% and then 
loan them to the hard-pressed 
farmer at commercial rates, 
flies in the face of his own rec- 
ognition that ‘money is in,short 
supply and credit expensive,’ ” 
Smith charged 

“T am already working with 
the secretary of agriculture and 
the Farmers Home Administra- 
tion to see whether the dam- 
age can be repaired,” Smith 
said. “As a first step, I urge 
the state treasurer to withdraw 
his foolhardy offer to the state’s 
bankers. 

urge responsible bankers 
to’ reject the offer by tearing 
up the time deposit applications 
the treasurer sent with his of- 
fer. And I urge every affected 
farmer to check with his local 
office of the Farmers Home 
Administration to inform them 
of his needs. staff and I 
shall continue to work to undo 
the confusion Stevenson has 
created.”

Public aid allocations in Madi- 
son county during August hit an 
all-time high of $939,906 distrib- 
uted to a total of 12,115 clients 
participating in all five major 
categories of public aid, accord- 
ing to a report by Harold O 
Swank, director of the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid 

The total distributed was an 
increase of $17,996 over the 
$921,910 allocated in the previ- 
ous month of July, but was a 
jump of $186,554 over the $753,- 
352 distributed during August, 
1969, the report shows. 

Bulk of the increase in’ public 
aid funds and the number of ad- 
ditional recipients is due to the 
cost fe to dependent chil- 
dren which totaled 89 dur 
ing August this year, compared 
to $375,833 for the same purpose 
during August a year ago, 

Aid to dependent children 
funds were distributed to 8 
clients in August this year, 
while there were 5691 patrons 
on the rolls during August, 1969 

This year’s August total of 
$939,906 was allocated to_a total 
of 12,115 clients in all categories 
of public aid, compared with 
distribution of $753,352 to a total 
of 9603 clients in the same 
month of 1969.

He noted that combining s' 
dents-policemen-ministers into a 
single instruction unit also will 
Present an opportunity to in- 
crease communication between 
various age levels and commu- 
nity representatives. 

“These selected groups 
trainees will be sent_ into 
homes, schools, churches, Par- 
ent-Teacher Association groups, 
social clubs, labor unions and 
fraternal organizations to dis- 
cuss, educate and work toward 
the development of a working 
program to combat drug abuse 
in our area,” Veizer added. 

“Im this manner, the line of 
communication will be expand- 
ed to all segments of our so- 
ciety," he emphasized 

Divided into seven sessions, 
the “Drug Education Training’ 
program will focus on the fol- 
lowing topics, Veizer said. 

“First session—Recognizing 
Dangerous Drugs and Narcot- 
ics"; and “The Acquisition of 
Dangerous Drug and Narcot- 
ics.” 

Second session—“The Effects 
of Drugs and Narcotics” and 
“Recognizing the Drug User at 
Early Stages.” 

Third Session—The Commu- 
nity and the .Problem.” 

Fourth session — “Rehabilita- 
tion for. the User”; “The Po- 
liceman’s Role”; “Is Everyone 
Arrested”; and “The Commu- 
nities Responsibility.” 

Fifth session — ‘‘Recognition 
and Apprehension of the Push- 
er.” 

Sixth session—“Laws Rélat- 
ing to Dangerous Prngs and 
Narcotics" and Penalties and 
their Effects.” 

Seventh session — “Obtaining 
Evidence for Court Presenta- 
tion” and “The Identification 
and Preservation of Evidence.’’ 

The course will span a seven- 
week period with sessions last- 
ing two hours. At the present 
time, plans call for each ses- 
sion to be repeated,on an after- 
noon and evening schedule to 
permit police officers’ on shift 
work to attend all classes, Veiz- 
er said. 
~ Instruction will be ‘provided 
by authorities from various re- 
source fields — all experts in 
their specific area of training, 
the police chief pointed out. The 
names of instructors and a 
starting date for the course acn 
not yet be released until co- 
ordinating work is completed, 
he added.

State to Extend Computer 
Crime-Fighting Services 


Herbert D.' Brown, Illinois 
Department of Law’ Enforce- 
ment director, has revealed 
plans at Springfield to extend 
computer-based crime-fighting 
services to local police and 
sheriff's deputies throughout 
the state. 

“We have doubled our com- 
puter power,” Borwn said, “to 
insure optimum round-the-clock, 
seven-lday-a-week information 
to any police pfficer anywhere 
in Illinois. 

“Our second|IBM system here 
will provide back-up for Leads 
(Law Enforcement Agencies 
Data System) and will handle 
routine administrative wor k 
for the department.” 

Using Leads, policemen learn 
in seconds the latest FBI, state 
police, and county-city police 
information about: 

Vehicles that have ‘been : re- 
ported stolen, stolen serialized 
parts and equipment, stolen 
boats, guns or license plates, 
vehicles identified as getaw 
cars in serious crime cases, 
wanted and, missing persons, 
and stolen stocks, bonds or oth- 
er securities. 

“Leads hasbeen used suc- 
cessfully for 16 months,” Brown 
‘aid.

FAVORS STEVENSON ON 
WAR, ECONOMIC ISSUES 
To the Editor: 

We are on the eve of another 
congressional election. Let us 
reminisce of the days of Adlai 
Stevenson I, who has given us 
a son for our state and our 
country. 

Adlai III seems to be a re- 
markably good candidate for 
the U. S. Senate, a chip off the 
old block. He is concerned 
about the pocketbook issues 
which affect our well being. 

He knows about unemploy- 
ment, which the past month has 
risen to| a seven-year high of 
5.5% and is still rising, and the 
war in Vietnam. The toll of this 
ravaging war is staggering in 
the cost of lives and money di- 
verted from this country. 

The tojl has been demonstrat- 
ed by our fine youth who died 
and were wounded, plus over 
$150 billion in wealth of the 
American people. 

Unless, all efforts are made to 
cease giving away our re- 
sources, Indo-China and other 
people's wars will keep nibbling 
away until we are nibbled to 
death; the cost of our well be- 
ing and a decent living is di- 
rectly related to the Indo-China 
“war. 

As several of our U. S. sena- 
tors who know the central is- 
sues say, we should adjust our 
priorities, take care of our 
American people first and stop 
the decay in cities which need 
help. 

There are 2,000,000 more per- 
sons unemployed now than 
when President Nixon took of- 
fice in January 1969. Seven 
hundred persons in Los Angeles 
applied for four $133-a-week 
jobs as meter readers and in 
St. Louis, a three-block-long 
line was in need of food stamps. 

In September, wholesale 
prices climbed another half of 
one percent. As of August, the 
consumer price index was 5.7% 
higher than a year earlier. 

In his campaign-two years 
ago, President Nixon promised 
to end inflation, end the Viet- 


nam war which was widened 
into Indo-China, and stop the 
crime rate. He has failed on all 
three issues. 

In a speech Sept. 16, 1954, in 
Indianapolis, Adlai II stated, 
“While in Milwaukee, Vice- 
President Nixon set the tone of 
Republican political education 
and statesmanship by blaming 
the defeat of French Indo-China 
on the Democrats in Washing- 
ton 

“Also, two weeks earlier in 
Cincinnati at a Republican 
strategy conference, Mr. Nix- 
on’s ennobling advicé for his 
teammates was mostly to avoid 
discussing the issues and to 
stay out of debates. The task 
was to figure out what to do. 
Anything goes to win an elec- 
tion, 

“That was the Nixon doctrine 
of political expediency. As in 
evéry election, state and local 
issues, the merits of an indi- 
vidual candidate, catchwords, 
morals and the weather will af- 
fect results.’ With some candi- 
dates, anything goes for an 
election win, quote Stevenson. 

In November 1954, Adlai IT 
stated: “The perils of war are 
of three intensities—(1) total 
war with atom, hydrogen or 
even cobalt bombs, (2) total 
war without the use of weapons 
of mass extermination and (3) 
the regional or local with which 
we became familiar in China, 
Greece, Korea and Indo-China, 

“The reason for mentioning 
its implication is that they illus- 
trate the peril for us in small 
wars as well as big ones. We 
can be nibbled to death as well 
as blown to death.” 

In that speech, Stevenson 
could not measure the cost of 
defeat in French Indo-China 
and quoted the late President 
Eisenhower, who at that time 
stated he “could conceive of no. 
greater tragedy” than for us to 
get involved in what was de- 
scribed as Vietnam. 

However, later, when our gov- 
ernment was considering armed 
intervention and calling ‘for 
“united action,” our officials 
described Vietnam as of ‘‘trans- 
cendent importance” and_ its 
loss as “prelude to loss of all 
Southeast Asia.” 

Two months later, when 
“united action’’ had failed and 
France at Dien Bien Phu had 
fallen, official language 
changed again. Vietnam  be- 
came more expendable and the 
loss was minimized. 

That was Adlai Stevenson IT 
speaking. He believed in telling 
the truth, and his son’ knows 
what a terrific toll was taken 
since our éngagement in Viet- 
nam. The reason I stress the 
importance of Stevenson's talks 
is that for various reasons, 
there is a misconception that 
the late President Kennedy and 
the Democrats engagea this 
country in Vietnam. On the con- 
trary, it was the late President 
Eisenhower and his Secretary 
of State Dulles. 

Our people have a choice for 
U, S. senator, either Smith who 
definitely is a Nixon man or 
Adlai III, who is a chip off the 
old block. I believe he will tell 
the truth and be an outstanding 
public servant.

Sugar Maple (acer 
rum) is widely planted as an 
ornamental tree because of its 
brilliant fall color, resistance to 
breakage and large round top.

Illinois. InJrich bottom soil it 
develops as a very large tree 
while it remains a comparative 
dwarf in poor dry coils.

Garden pesticides can be 
saved for next year when you 
protect them from freezing and 
excess humidity.

Their 
effectiveness will range, from 
partly effective to worthless. 

Do not re-pack a pesticide. 
The bottle or paper package 
has instructions for use and 
safety precautions as well as 
the name of the material. If the 
container has deteriorated the 
pesticide probably has deterior- 
ated to. If the label is gone, dis- 
pose of pesticide. 

Berries on Japanese Yews 

Red berries are a bonus on 
this handsome shrub and often 
tempting to children. 

The juicy red berries so prom- 
inent at this season on Japanese 
Yews are not poisonous while 
the foliage is known to be fatal 
The large stony seed inside the 
berry is not likely to be eaten. 

The foliage and the crushed 
seed are known to be fatal to 
livestock. The toxic agent oc- 
curs in our common landscape 
taxus, Taxus Cuspidata and 
would require about two pounds 
of boughs to fell a one ton horse. 
The depressant effect of the 
toxic agent eventually causes 
‘heart failure.

To Revise Aid 


Request to U.S. 


Transit Services Corp., oper- 
ators of the Bi-State Transit 
System, with an eye toward re- 
ceiving assistance under the 
new $3.1 billion federal Transit 
Aid Bill, will revise the 1969- 
1975 Transit Development Pro- 
gram for resubmission to the 
Department of Transportation, 
John C. Baine, president of 
Transit Services, announced at 
the regular monthly meeting of 
the Board of Commissioners of 
Bi-State Development Agency 
last week, 


The revisions would bring the 
Transit Development Program 
in line with requirements set by 

stance under the 
Transit Aid Bill,” Baine ex- 
plained. ‘Revisions would be in 
the.areas of marketing, and new 
technology inyolving air pollu- 
tion controls currently being 
evaluated by D.O.T. 

“The revised program also 
will include an escalation pro- 
ision to meet increasing costs 
in the operation of the transit 

stem,” Baine said. He 
stressed the importance of up- 
jating the program to maintain 
and improve the present system 
to serve as a feeder bus system 
for the proposed 82-mile rail- 
like rapid transit system for the 
metropolitan area.

Although parents realize the 
need to stress book-learning the 
importance of learning from 
physical activity should not be 
overlooked. Allow and encour- 
age your child to explore, run, 
jump and climb. 

All these activities help your 
child to develop mentally, phys- 
ically and socially. 

Physical activities “develop 
a sense of bodily self-confi- 
dence and insulate your child 
from needless fears he might 
otherwise develop. 

Physical activities also help 
your child establish his own 
limits. As he finds larger, tall- 
er’ trees to climb, you may be 
tempted to hold him back, And 
sometimes you must step in 
when he tackles a dangerous 
task, But such attempts develop 
a concpet of his own abilities. 

As your child plays, he not 
only explores the world around 
him but also discovers ways to 
use his body, such. as throwing 
a ball overhand, then under- 
hand. 

Play with other children in- 
troduces new social experien- 
ces, Making decisions and re- 
solving ‘conflicts —a necessary 
aspect of backyard softball — 
helps children learn group har- 
mony. 

Getting outside also gives 
your child an outlet for his feel- 
ings. A fast climb on the jungle 
gym may reduce frustration or 
@ long walk alone may dissolve 
.sappointment. 

Through physical play, your 
child also develops concepts — 
roundness of a ball, strength of 
a tree or distance of a mile. He 
learns the limits and extents of 
his capabilities and how he can 
affect the world around him. 
And physical confidence gives 
him the sureness to attempt 
more difficult tasks.
